"Wo bolievo that instead of the smol-te- r

company being a meniico to the
'country it will bo dn advantage In
the first pluce, tho receipts of the rail-,roa- d

will be increased by an increase
of freight in and out. To tho minor it
will mean an enormous advantage. It
will increase the product of his ores,
because under such a large operation
as this will bo tho smeltors can assist
the minors to mine his low grade ma-

terial which ho now ofttimes allows to
romaiu in the mine.

"Wo believe the smelter Is, in a
sense, to the miuer what the banker is.
The banker supplies him when in need
of funds, and the smelter should sup-
ply him with low treatment charges.

' "Wo have been getting information
from large institutions like tho Krupp
works in Germany concerning their
methods of caring for their employes.
,We intend to apply the best of these
methods to tho men in our employ.
It is our lutontiou to improve the con-
dition of the men, and wo hope to es-

tablish libraries and proper homes for
thorn. Wo do not claim to bo philan-
thropists, but bollovo that an improved
condition of tho men In our omploy
cannot but work mi advantago to us.
There Is no doubt that tho thrifty la-

borers will in timo become investors
in the secureties of the company, and
that is what we waat,"
